houses in New York City to accommodate several rental apartments his own business 
offices and studio, and a home for himself, his wife, Mary, and their year-old daughter, 
Ann. The Wrights’ duplex apartment implements the thesis of Mary and Russel’s 
book, Guide to Easier Living—namely, that it is time families stopped aping out- 
moded social patterns and arranged their homes according to present day facts: 
limited time, smaller quarters, no servants The Wrights consider it an anachronism 
that many people continue to live in a rigid, formal fashion which requires infinite 
time and labor when all the techniques of modern industrial science are militating 
for the simple comfort everyone really wants Accordingly, the Wright home, from 
the walls in. has been designed to live in, work in, and maintain with the least pos 
sible effort. All surfaces. down to the upholstery fabric, are washable; meals are 
prepared in a conveniently arranged kitchen and served informally almost anywhere 
since storage space is everywhere at hand, rooms can be tidied up in a matter of 
minutes draperies are plastic some furniture has been designed with rollers 
allowing it to be moved anywhere in the house, other pieces are collapsible, and still 
others serve more than one function. This streamlining gives a beguiling simplicity 
which seems almost stark at first, gradually wins over even avid antimodernists

The Williamses took a chance when they bought 


UTURE their farm, inspired neighbors to take heart 


The houses and stretches of fertile farmland around Quaker¥ 
Farms, Connecticut, look as though they have been undisturbed¥ 
by worldly matters for centuries and would remain so for cen 
turies more. Behind this bucolic scene is the stern fact that these 
farms, houses, and inhabitants may not remain there too much 
longer. In February, 1951, the State Senate passed a bill which 
would allow conversion of the valley to a reservoir. The in 
habitants banded together and blocked passage of the bill in the 
Lower House, but it may be reintroduced in the future. With 
full knowledge of this precarious situation, Betty and Cal Wil- 
liams, in August 1951, bought a property named Petticoat 
Farm at the very bottom of the valley. The four Williamses had 
been thinking of a real country home ever since they decided to 
give up their suburban life on Long Island and the commuting 
that went with Cal’s job in New York City. They picked the 
Southbury area of Connecticut to live and when Cal found work 
in nearby Waterbury, they began looking for a farm in earnest. 
As soon as they saw the 130-year-old house, the five acres and 
trout-filled brook at Petticoat Farm, the Williamses could 
imagine no other home, despite the risks involved. Since their 
arrival, community spirit in Quaker Farms has taken a turn for 
the better. Homeowners who once counted their land as goed as

spent restoring a Colonial home are at stake 


Ralph Pomeroy, a neighbor of the Williamses and, like them, a New 
Yorker who gave up city life, bought his 270-year-old house before 
the possibility of flooding Quaker Farms appeared The prospect is 
especially painful to him because he has put so much time and de 
votion into his old home. The small, red house, one of the first three 
built in this part of the state, is now snug and attractive, although 
when Ralph bought it in 1947 it showed the sears of nearly three 
centuries: interior walls were in bad condition; parts of the roof had 
been patched with cardboard; the whole back of the structure was 
covered with tarpaper; extensions and dormers had been added at 
random, like frosting on a birthday cake. Ralph set up a small work- 
shop in the cellar, and for the next few years the electric motor was 
going almost continuously. What interior and exterior work he didn’t 
do himself he planned and supervised. The result is a six-room house 
with as much old charm as new comfort. To Ralph Pomeroy an 
many others like him in the Quaker Farms’ area, conversion of their 


peaceful valley into a reservoir would mean a great personal loss.

How- 
ever, if you remember the home for which the flowers are grown 
ind guide yourself by the decoration elements in it, planning 
will be easier and the results far more satisfying. Wander through 
your house for an afternoon and, with a fresh eye, take stock of 
the places where you usually make your flower arrangements. 
What height, shape and color of flower will best complement the 
various settings? If there is a favorite table, for instance, be 
mindful of the colors in the picture that hangs above it. If you 


like fresh flowers in your bedroom, consider the wallpaper: 


will you prefer flowers to match the background or ones which 
pick up an accent color? Remember, too, your china, glassware, 
ind place mats, all of which will serve as accessories for your 
centerpieces, to make the brightest and prettiest table settings. 
Choosing flowers to suit your home and the things in it will make 
the catalogues far less of a problem and your home more beauti- 
ful all summer long.

Gaillardia Gaiety, an annual form of that good old garden 
flower, is a good candidate for a cutting garden. It comes in wine 
and claret reds, soft cream, primrose or yellow, and muted com- 
binations of these. Use it in arrangements with Zinnia Persian 
Carpet, the new yellow and orange-red Cosmos Fiesta, a very 
showy, free-flowering variety 

The dwarf-crested Cosmos bloom early (in about 
ht weeks from germination) and produce large pink, red or

plants. They are more easily supported than the older tall- 
growing Sensation-type, which reaches 4 feet and comes into 
bloom in about ten weeks. 

Some of the so-called African daisies are excellent for cutting. 
We particularly like arctotis which has grayish foliage and large, 
glistening white daisvlike flowers with blue discs around a yellow- 
banded heart. The plants, which like heat and dry weather, grow 
about 2 feet tall. The gold daisy (Dimorphotheca) grows to only 
a foot in height and comes into bloom very rapidly from seed. 
The 2% inch “daisies” are orange-buff with dark centers. A 
hybrid strain may also be had in a range to suit almost any color 
scheme: white, pale yellow, gold, orange, blush pink, red and 
salmon flowers, all with showy dark dises. 

Another annual which is a must in the cutting bed is larkspur. 
This very hardy seed can be put in immediately in well-prepared 
soil to which lime has been added. Some people even plant the 
seed in fall and let it winter over in the ground. Early sowing 
will bring flowers before very hot weather comes. Colors run 
from white through pinks to deep rose, salmon, lavender and 
purple, a luckily wide choice since this is another “spike” flower 
of which you will need many when you make flower arrange- 
ments. Even the blooms which come from the side branches are 
excellent for cutting as they sometimes take just the curve that is 
needed for a graceful side line. 

If you have a hot, dry situation, Phlox drummondi 
is a good choice. Like larkspur and salpiglossis it likes a sweet 
soil. If your loam is on the acid side, add raw ground limestone 


when preparing it. Fine, large-flowered [Continued on page 151] 
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MIDGET VEGETABLES FOR SMALL GARDENS

as far as I know, no 

formula for the ratio between 

a given individual’s taste for water- 

melon and the size of his vegetable 

plot. It is probable that the two ele- 

ments have no bearing on each other. Until 

recently, however, neither watermelon, 

squash, corn, nor any of the other notorious- 

ly space-consuming vegetables were to be 

found in the small vegetable gardens that most of us 

must content ourselves with today. The truth was 

that such plants took up more of our small plots than we 
could afford to spare. Today the gardener with a Tom 
Thumb vegetable bed is not the underprivileged person he 
was a few years ago. Taking stock of the situation, 

plant hybridizers began their experiments and have come up 
with dwarf varieties that will put many new vegetables 

on Mr. and Mrs. Average Homeowner’s table. Corn: Because 
standard varieties of corn are so space-greedy, because the 
flavor of fresh-picked corn is almost legendary, probably the 
most exciting innovation of all is real midget corn. 
Golden Midget and White Midget are two dwarfs that 
grow only 30 inches tall but produce several ears 

to each slender stalk. Though each ear has only about 
eight rows of kernels, these are full size, deep 

and luscious. Excellent picked-and-eaten, they’re 

ideal for freezing on-the-cob, the 

little ears fitting neatly into a freezing carton 

and coming out almost “like 

fresh” to astonish guests in midwinter. 

Midget corn can be 

planted in rows only 


18 inches 


apart and 

thinned to 6 inches be- 

tween plants; and since it reaches 

only 30 inches in height, it will not 

shade half your garden as standard vari 

eties tend to do. Watermelon: To 

delight the aforementioned watermelon lovers, 

the New Hampshire Midget Melon has been 

developed recently. The New Hampshire is an early 
variety and may be grown successfully in the 

north where it produces fruits 6 inches in diameter with a 
thin rind, and juicy, melon-red flesh. To grow a dozen 
plants of New Hampshire Midget, 3 vines to a hill, you will need 
a space 4 feet wide and 12 feet long. Seeds are planted 8 
to a hill and later thinned to the 3 strongest plants, each hill 


being a carefully prepared and enriched area one foot square. 


(Compare this with standard varieties that require an area 8 feet 


wide.) Tiny muskmelons, Midget Melon by name, have been 
developed, too. In 60 days, the three-foot vines produce little, 
round, four-inch melons that are almost as good for conver- 
sation pieces as they are to eat. Squash: Though the gardener 
with limited space still can’t grow squash that develops 
full-length vines, he can have a few plants of the 
bush-type. Uconn, bred for compact growth, has been in- 
troduced recently and can be planted 4 feet 

apart in rows 4 feet wide. It produces fruit of 

the acorn or Table Queen type which can be boiled 

or baked immediately, kept for 

several months, if you like, stored in a warm, 

dry place. Cucumbers: Since cu- 

cumbers usually produce such long,

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T° many young parents, the variety and seriousness of today’s 
problems are sometimes overwhelming. Faced themselves with 
doubts on everything from high prices to uncertain peace, they 
have misgivings about the kind of world their children will inherit 

and to these misgivings few people can give an honest reassur 
ance. Whatever the world is like by the time the youngest gener 
ation comes of age, one of the most constructive things young 
parents can do is to equip their children better for it by helping 
them learn to think. The habit of straight, effective thinking will 
make them happier and stronger individuals, more valuable # 
members of their family, the nation, and the world. 

Helping a child learn to think has much in common with all the 
other aspects of child training—from good manners to good 
health. It begins first of all, with birth, because the process starts 
to develop at an early age. The two-year-old playing in his sand | 
pile seems to dig and scoop with no apparent purpose. If we listen 
carefully, though, to his running comments, we discover that he 
is also thinking as he plays. Second, good habits of / 
thought require the background of an emotionally

What does clear thinking actually 
involve? Most of us would probably 
include these steps: (1) Studying the 
problem enough to appreciate the issues in 
volved.

(5) Acc epling the « onsequences, Granting that we're 
providing our children with a home atmosphere 
that is conducive to clear thought, how can we give 
them further help in thinking through their problems 

and finding solutions in this orderly way? 
No hard and fast rules can be laid down. The ordi 
nary, day-to-day happenings of life, which are the best 
material parents have to work with, vary too subtly from 
/ child to child, from year to year. The knowledge and experi 
ence of a six-year-old city child, for instance, may be quite 
lifferent from that of a child the same age who has been raised 
na farm, but some of the examples that follow should give you 


an idea of the kind of guidance every parent can give. 
HELP THEM WORK OUT THEIR OWN SOLUTIONS 


Parents can help a child grow in his capacity to think by giv- 
ing him freedom to experiment and a chance to reason for him 
self. The amount of guidance the child needs depends on his age

Unfortunately, there are many people who, nominally at least,

It is a skill that we can begin to teach our children very early 
in life, if we're willing to sacrifice a little time and make an extra 
effort to do it. There are many times when parents can work it so 
that children, even very young ones, get practice in making their 
own decisions. Shall Bobby wear the blue suit or the brown one 
his sweater or his snow suit, rubbers or not? Of course, Bobby 
must have some understanding of weather demands, suitability 
and similar considerations before he can make a feasible decision 
but even a 16-month-old child can decide whether he wants 
peaches or applesauce for dessert, a song or a story before bedtime. 

It's true that mother could probably make the best decisions 
in the least time—and it’s a temptation to do just that—but if 
she has imagination enough to understand that the child not only 
likes to make decisions that are within his ability, but needs to, 
she will lose time now to save it later on. She will know that some 
aspects of weather, color, and laundry demands are within the 


understanding of even little children and she will know that,

PROVIDE THEM WITH NEW EXPERIENCES 


Most young parents, consciously or not, cater to their infant's 
need to become more familiar with the world around him, to 
extend his manual skills, to increase his confidence. They give 
him toys that teach him about color and texture, they take pains 
to show him the difference between the cat and the bowwow, they 
encourage him to take his first steps. Parents should continue to 
give their children the stimulation of new sights, sounds, people, 
and places right on into the older years of childhood. New experi- 
ences broaden the child's frame of reference, give him additional 
information to use in working out solutions. 

The Sam Hardens did a good job of educating their children in 
this way. They liked taking young Katherine and Jim into the zoo, 
to the near-by dairy farm. Without really knowing why, they 
thought it did the children good to stay up a little later and meet 
the dinner guests before they were sent off to bed.

THE STUDIO KITCHEN 


|" the final analysis, the success of any kitchen depends on whether or not it has 


the facilities to prepare the kind of food the owners enjoy, and an arrangement 
that suits their way of life. When writers Groff and Lucy Conklin converted a sculp 
tor’s studio into an apartment, they were faced with the problem of how to include a 
kitchen in the large, lofty room. Avoiding the usual solution of screening or draping 
off one corner for cooking space, they decided on a sizable section along the 
brick side wall and built out from it low partitions which give the kitchen a 
unity of its own and, at the same time, keep it an integral part of the b 
formal room. The result of their unconventional planning is a kitchen that is easy 


to work in and attractive to look at, unashamedly part and parcel of the studio.
